By long cMids the immigration ques¬ 
tion was the big bone of the congress, 
and the speeches were many and va¬ 
rious. It was grim realiiy versus 
phrases and theories—also with some 
the problem was an entirely new one 
and they did not know where they 
stood.

The minority rqmrt hdd that immi- 
graiion and cmigntion were insepa- 
rafate freoi cap Hili s w . and agreed 
wftli the rceoaxiiKmiatfOot 0$ Hie t»- 
ternatioiUt e ong tawi agaiiMt the « 3 i-> 
elusion of defimts races as bckig in 
conflict with the principTe of prole- 
tarian...atdidarity. It held that, the 
Asiatic immigration was not as large 
as had been supposed $nd that it was 
not yet sufficient of a problem to war¬ 
rant an expression from a Socialist 
congress. 

Ontannami't Arguimt 

Comrade ynlermann's argument for 
the shA^ority report was h powerful 
and thpmrittM .

i.i suniniing'up. he said that Asi¬ 
atic immigration benefits only the 
'capitalist class, a class that is now 
seeking to undo the laws that have 
'alre.ndy been passed on the subject 
in order that they may be better able 
to fight the labor and Socialist movc- 
incius in this country. 

“'riicre would be no exclusion laws 
in the United States today if the mat¬ 
ter were left entirely to the working 
class,” he added. 

Spargo*s Position. 

Comrade Spargo prefaced an im¬ 
passioned speech for the minority re-' 
rK»rt by saying: **My position is that 
if 1 bdieve the time ever comes uhcii 
Asiatic exclusion shall be ueccssary,' 
then I shall be in favor of it. But 1 ' 
do not now think that it is necessary." 

Most of those who took sides with 
the Spargo report felt estopped from 
taking action against .\slatic immigra¬ 
tion because of the phra-e, **Work- 
ingmcii of all countries unite.” But 
they did not seem to think this meant 
to unite in their c* n c«nimries w'hcrc 
they arc xactkally slning rather ihan 
to 'mass into a veritable FalrtafTs 
army In some one country where they 
will weaken each other. And it is 
clear that some of them, particularly 
the soap box type (meaning no dis¬ 
respect to the thoughtful type who 
also do street speaking at times) still 
furtively peck into De Leon tc.xt books 
I for their ideas of international Social- 
! ism. 

j Late in the afternoon of Tuesday 
I Delegate Morris Hillquit of New 
I York, introduced the following sub¬ 
stitute for both reports: 

The Hillquit Substitute. 

*Tbe Socialist party of the United 
States favors all legislative meas¬ 
ures tending to prevent the immi¬ 
gration MX strike-breakers and con¬ 
tract fabu rcrs and the mass immi¬ 
gration of workers from foreign 
countries, caused or stimulated by 
the exnpiiiying classei for the pur¬ 
pose of weakening the oi;gani2atii;>n 
of American labor and of la. wring 
, the standard of life of the Amer¬ 
ican workers. 

i “The party is opposed to the ex¬ 
clusion of any immigrants os ac¬ 
count of their race or nationality, 
and demands that the United States 
be at all times maintained as a free 
asylum for all men and women per¬ 
secuted by the gnv^^nmems of their 
countries on account of their pol¬ 
itics, religion or race.” 

The substitute was thereupon also 
debated and later Comrade Algernon 
Lee of New York, moved the follovy^ 
iiig amendment: 

Lee's Amendment. 

*'Thc convenlton, however, recog¬ 
nizes at the present time the immi¬ 
gration of Asiatic workers to the 
United States is not, in general, a 
voluntary imuugration of free work¬ 
ers, but is almost wholly a mass int- 
portation of cheap labor stimulated I 
by the capitalists for the purpose j 
and with the efiect of vk'eakcning 
the labor tnorement and increasing 
the profits and pci>wer of the capi¬ 
talist class. 

“The absence of specific labor 
contracts in many cases does not 
alter the fact. The existence or 
non-existence of such contracts can 
seldom be proved in the case of 
Asiatic immigrants, and the ex¬ 
isting legal provistou against im¬ 
portation of contract labor furnish¬ 
es no adequate safeguard against 
the evil. 

**\Ve, therefore, hold that, under 
such circumstances, the working 
class bl tbc United States is justi¬ 
fied in protecting itself even by 
the general exclusion of such immi¬ 
grants." 

Delegate Lee argued that if Del<- 
g«te Hillquit's substitute was not 
passed as amended he would be com¬ 
pelled to vote foe the majority yepoit, 
laUhough be did not entirely agree 
with it 

i The number of delegates -who spoke 
[agaioit exclusion was large. aTthongfa 
^thexr arguments did not differ very 
.mneh,. Socre seemed afraid that the 
rcxciusiun would next be aimed 
against their own race. 

Jot Wanbope Speaks. 
Delegate Joe Wanhope of New 
York, claimed the majority report had 
been given no real, intelligent consid¬ 
eration by the delegates who had 
spoken. 

^'Perhaps we made a mi»take in 
bringing a matter before this con¬ 
gress for the consideration of which 
the delegates had sdven but little 
study and upon which they were un¬ 
prepared to speak," he said.

just passed through a genera! elec¬ 
tion in which all our candidates have 
been badly defeated: and now a go«id 
many of the comrades arc going in 
for a kind of self-examination |o find 
out why. after all the«c year* of pro¬ 
paganda. wc have niit won the whole 
working class electorate and returned 
all our men—and more—to the house 
of commons. 

One Reason for Defeat. 

The reason for onr defeat in the 
recent election* was quite easy to 
itec. In the rural district* the Liber¬ 
als were defeated by the “tariff re- 
l^•rmrr^’' or protectionists. Tlicy 
would have suffered a crushing defeat 
everywhere, but fi*r the Socialists. 
It wa* the Sotualist* who saved them. 
They were most succe<'*ful where the 
Socialist propaganda had been most 
effective and where the Socialist or- 
ganiaatiou wa> the strongest. They 
won with Soeialikt votes by the plea 
that it was only by voting Liberal 
that the S<iciali*t* could “keep the 
Tory out.” defeat the lords, and en- 1 
sure rhe maiiitciuiice of popular rep¬ 
resentative government.
